We May Be Entering a Deep Solar Minimum as the 
Sun Goes Unusually Quiet

The sun has entered an unusually quiet period, with the number of sunspots appearing on the surface unusually 
low. This level of activity is so low, some scientists have suggested we may be entering a "deep" solar 
minimum, and potentially even a Grand Minimum—the last of which took place in the 17th century and 
coincided with a mini ice age. 


The sun has an 11-year cycle where activity waxes and wanes. This is caused by the strengthening and 
weakening of its magnetic field. The point when activity is highest is known as the solar maximum, which is 
characterized by more sunspots appearing on the surface. The solar minimum is where activity falls, and far 
fewer sunspots appear. The last solar maximum peaked in 2014. 


In April last year, scientists at the National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration predicted the forthcoming 
solar minimum would be similar to the last cycle. In a statement, Lisa Upton, Ph.D., solar physicist with Space 
Systems Research Corp, said the next solar cycle would be much like the last, with a weak maximum and a 
"long, deep minimum." However, she also said there was "no indication" we are approaching a solar minimum 
in line with the last Grand Minimum—known as the Maunder Minimum. 


So far this year, there have been 104 days where no sunspots have appeared on the sun's surface, according to 
SpaceWeather.com. Across the whole of 2019, there were 281 sunspot-free days. As the website notes, the lack 
of activity on the sun suggests the solar minimum is taking place. "So far this year, the sun has been blank 76 
percent of the time, a rate surpassed only once before in the Space Age," it said. "Last year, 2019, the sun was 
blank 77 percent of the time. Two consecutive years of record-setting spotlessness adds up to a very deep Solar 
Minimum, indeed." 


Mathew Owens, Professor of Space Physics at the University of Reading, U.K., told Newsweek that entering a 
solar minimum is not unusual, but the level of activity currently taking place is out of the ordinary. "The Sun 
has been 'spotless' for a large fraction of the last year, which is indeed quieter than is typical," he said in an 
email. "It's still a little early to say where it fits relative to other minima we've seen. If it does continue in this 
fashion, it may well rank up there with the longer minima on record. But at present it is not unprecedented; in 
fact, the very previous solar minimum [2009-2010] was longer." 


The Maunder Minimum was the period between 1650 to 1715 when solar activity was extremely low. It is 
sometimes associated with a period of global cooling, where the global temperature was around one degree 


Celsius cooler than it was at the start of the Industrial Revolution. 


Solar minimums in the sun's normal cycle have little to no effect on Earth's temperature, with energy output 
from the Sun only dropping by around 0.1 percent.

TV antenna sales surge in wake of economic fallout

While online sales boom, closed retailers hits antenna maker profits 
The largest TV antenna-maker in the U.S. is seeing a massive surge in online sales as the economy struggles. 


“A lot more people are calling our phone lines saying, ‘I can choose between cable or groceries,’” Richard 
Schneider, president and founder of Antennas Direct said in an interview with The Cord Cutting Report. 


But the surprise uptick in sales hasn’t been a windfall for the St. Louis-based company. 


“Tt’s a mixed bag. A lot of stores we do business with have closed, so the replenishment orders at big retails 
have basically been shut off,” Schneider explained. “The online orders have been up about 200 percent.” 


While the dramatic increase in online interest is encouraging, “it doesn’t replace what we’ve lost on big box 
retailers,” Schneider said. 


In January, AntennasDirect became the largest TV antenna manufacturer in the U.S. after buying Mohu, its one- 
time competitor in Raleigh, North Carolina. 


Much of Schneider’s company has been working from home since the COVID-19 outbreak. 
The coronavirus impacted Mohu’s production schedule earlier this year. Parts manufactured in China arrived at 
the Raleigh assembly plant later than planned. And then, the pandemic reached the U.S. prompting many 


retailers to close, according to Schneider. 


“We had to cancel some purchase orders in February and March,” he said. “As soon as the parts arrived, all the 
big box stores canceled their orders.” 


In response to hearing about customer’s financial troubles, AntennasDirect issued a 20 percent discount on all 
products for the foreseeable future. 


“Tt’s just a response to people who are struggling,” he said. “We are trying to marry up with the increased 
inquiries. This would enable a lot of people in terms of pushing people off the fence.” 


The discount is only for AntennasDirect products, not Mohu antennas, Schneider said. 
A new tipping point for cord cutting? 


Schneider believes that a pandemic-stricken economy will be a tipping point for cord cutting. 
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“T think 2020 will be looked at as the year we tummed into a normal mainstream thing instead of something just 
for the hardcore techies,” he said. 


The largest pay TV providers lost about 4.9 million net video subscribers in 2019, according to a study by 
Leichtman Research Group, Inc. The top seven cable companies lost about 1,560,000 video subscribers in 2019, 
while satellite TV services lost about 3,700,000 subscribers, according to Leichtman. 


Cable and satellite TV providers had their largest quarterly subscriber loss in the first three months of 2020. 
With COVID-19 ravaging the economy, those numbers are expected to get worse. 


Schneider said economic circumstances may already be accelerating cord cutting strictly out of necessity. 
“In the last six to eight weeks. it’s brought an entire new demographic into the cord cutting world,” he said, 
referencing his online sales. “This has been the shove that a lot of people needed. It’s made it more 


mainstream.” 


He said that instead of just a predominantly male customer base, “Now, it’s trending more female and people 
who are worried about bills.” 


ATSC 3.0 moving ahead 


Even if TV antennas become mainstream again, the economic crisis raises new questions about whether ATSC 
3.0 will be deployed as quickly as first expected. 


In early April, a group of broadcasters announced that ATSC 3.0 would come to 40 markets by the end of 
2020. 


ATSC 3.0, or NextGen TV, will bring numerous upgrades to free over-the-air TV. Those improvements include 
4K picture resolution, High Dynamic Range, Dolby Atmos and possibly video on-demand. 


Once the pandemic struck the U.S., advertising dollars began drying up for major media companies and local 
broadcasters. The financial outlook raises new questions about how much local broadcasters will be willing to 
spend to upgrade. 


“The stations aren’t flush with cash. If I was a general manager (of a TV station), I would probably hold off on 
capital spending right now,” Schneider said. 


ATSC Chairman Lynn Claudy said in a memo last week that broadcasters are pushing forward with deploying 
ATSC 3.0 — despite the COVID-19 crisis. 


He noted that the first ATSC 3.0 consumer receivers are now available for purchase. SiliconDust announced its 
first ATSC 3.0 tuner, the HDHomeRun Quatro 4K as part of a Kickstarter campaign last week. 


“This crisis is proof that broadcasting is a critically important and resilient industry, and we hope that a fully 
deployed ATSC 3.0 system will deliver new capabilities and also new avenues to keep viewers informed and 
entertained,” he said in the memo.

Heavy rains flooded the basement of the Willis (Sears) Tower in Chicago on the night of Sunday, May 17". The 
electrical switchgear — and the backup generators — are in that basement. Numerous TV transmitters are on the 
upper floors. The transmitters were not damaged, but they don’t work very well without electricity... 


WGN & WLS have backup facilities on the nearby John Hancock Center. WFLD and WMAQ had built interim 
facilities on John Hancock for use during the repack; those facilities were still serviceable. WCIU rushed a reduced- 
power transmitter & antenna into service on the Hancock late Tuesday evening, later replacing it with a more 
powertul facility. (but as of Thursday it was still at 15kw ERP) 


A letter released by the Willis Tower on Thursday (the 22"°) indicates power has been restored to the building. 
Presumably all silenced stations are back on the air. Earlier that day, WBBM’s and WTTW’s websites indicated the 
stations were still off the air. Stations marked in red below are showing up as off the air on RabbitEars.info on 
Thursday night.

KCPM-27 in North Dakota was deleted on March 9". The FCC believes the station didn’t operate from an 
authorized facility for over a year. An Act of Congress requires the Commission to delete any station which doesn’t 
broadcast for more than a year, and the Commission has ruled operation with unauthorized facilities doesn’t count. 
KCPM’s owners asked — unsuccessfully — that the license be “resurrected”. 


Gray TV, owners of KVLY-11 and KXJB-LD 30, wishes to buy KCPM. (presumably, for the must-carry rights. KXJB, 
as a LPTV station, is not guaranteed a spot on cable. KCPM, if resurrected, is a full-power license and is 
guaranteed a spot.) Gray also asked the FCC to waive the multiple-ownership rules to allow them to buy KCPM. If 
both requests were granted, Gray had promised to air additional newscasts and special COVID-19 programming. 


They also wished to repurpose KVLY’s backup transmitter for KCPM, and to share KVLY’s antenna. (on the world’s 
tallest tower) If granted, I’d estimate KCPM’s facilities around 80kw/600m. 


KRDK-4 opposed the move. KRDK says KCPM’s circumstances are not unique and past FCC practice would not 
have granted KCPM’s request. KRDK says Gray could air the additional programming on KVLY and KXJB if they 
wished. 


The Commission didn’t buy KCPM’s or Gray’s arguments. The FCC is slow to grant exceptions to the off-over-a- 
year rule. Puerto Rican stations received exceptions — because Hurricane Maria, clearly beyond the control of the 
stations, wiped out towers and electricity across the island. Other waivers were granted when a station was unable 
to file for permission to use temporary facilities because the federal government was shut down; a station completed 
construction but then discovered government records had incorrect coordinates for the leased tower & an aircraft 
safety issue might exist; or a station’s lengthy shutdown was the result of an order of a state court. 


KCPM’s downtime was not caused by natural disasters or the actions of others. There were plenty of other towers in 
eastern North Dakota where a KCPM facility could have been built. (the last authorized facility was 1.25kw to an 
antenna only 18 meters high. | was able to build an 18-meter tower for approximately $2,000... although it was in 
Tennessee so it wouldn’t have done KCPM any good(grin)) 


Nor was Gray’s promise to air additional COVID-related programming persuasive. The Commission noted any 
waivers granted in this case will have lasting effect, long after the virus is relegated to the history books. 


Further appeals are possible, but my gut feeling is they would be pointless. 


It appears the Green Mountain transmission facility east of Bozeman, Montana has become off-limits for some 
reason. You may remember last month, KUSM-9 requested permission to leave the site and build a two-transmitter 
DTS with one transmitter on High Flat west of Bozeman. This month, KBZK channel 7 also requested a move from 
Green Mountain to High Flat. (however, KBZK will operate only one transmitter) 


Three FM stations sited on Green Mountain have also filed to move west. KMMS-FM 95.1 (which is also moving to 


94.7); KISN 96.7; and KXLB 100.7 have all filed for, and received permission to, make this move. One FM translator 
(K233DR 94.5) still holds a permit to operate from Green Mountain.

Joanna Haigh, author of The Sun's Influence on Climate, who recently retired from the Department of Physics at 
Imperial College London, said that beneath the sun's normal 11-year cycle is "a longer term variation in solar 
activity when the sun goes between Grand Maxima and Grand Minima." This, she said, could be called a deep 
minimum. "The sun has been declining in overall activity recently, the number of days with zero sunspots is 
well above average, and some solar physicists have predicted that the sun is heading for another Grand 
Minimum," she told Newsweek in an email. 


"The Earth's surface temperature during the Maunder Minimum was probably about 1 degree Celsius colder 
than the 19th century and that period is sometimes called The Little Ice Age. However it is difficult to ascribe 
all that cooling to the Sun because it just so happened that there were quite a few big volcanic eruptions during 
that period and they also have a cooling effect." 


Haigh said in terms of global temperatures, the solar minimum is little to worry about. If anything, it could help 
slightly mitigate current anthropogenic warming. This effect will dissipate when activity on the sun picks up 


again, however. 


Owens said he expects the sun's quiet period to come to an end in the near future: "Based on past solar cycles, 
I'd expect activity to pick up very soon, in the coming few months. But the Sun can always surprise us."
